28th Infantry True to Traditions 


By Capt. S. J. Grogan, U. S. A. 
True to the traditions of the original 28th Infantry, U. 8S. A., 
the war with Great Britain, the present 28th Infantry, First Division, now 25 years old, 
wrote, by heroic conduct under fire in the World War, one of the most brilliant pages 
in American history. From Cantigny, the first American offensive of the world struggle, 


formed in 1813 during 


to the gates of Sedan which mark the Allied triumph, the 28th Infantry upheld the 
best traditions of the glory of American arms, and the reputation established one 
hundred and five vears previously, by the original 28th Infantry. 

Combined with other regiments in 1815 it lost its identity and becume part of the 3d 
Infantry. Again in 1861 the 28th Infantry came into existence, only to lose its identity 
eight vears later when merged withthe 19th Infantry As a volunteer unit in 1899-1901 
a third 28th Infantry came into existence and then was dissolved. 

Under authority of an act of Congress, approved February 2, 1901, the present 28th 
Infantry, came into existence in 1901 at Vancouver Barracks, State of Wuashington. 
Its first service was in the Philippines in the same yvear, when the regiment served in 
the Cavite and Batangas Provinces. -In 1902 and 1903 the 28th Infantry was in the 
Moro Provinces and took part in many minor engagements against savage bands in 
Moro and Mindanao. 

The next 10 years were spent in the United States, except in 1906-1908 when the 
regimental headquarters and two battalions formed part of the American forces of 
Cuban occupation. The 28th was one of the regiments of the “‘Maneuver Division” 
organized in 1911 during the unrest in Mexico. In 1913 the regiment became part of, 
the 2nd Division and remained as part of this division until April, 1914, when it sailed 
for Vera Cruz. teturned from Vera Cruz the regiment was at Galveston during the 
hurricane of August, 1915. Late in 1915 the regiment went to Brownsville, Texas, 
remaining in that area until 1917 when it left for Hoboken and sailed for France. , 

In May, 1917,.the 19th and 37th Infantry regiments transferred 706 men to the 
28th Infantry, then in Texas, and at the same time orders were received to entrain for 
Hoboken, New Jersey. On June 14, 1917, 65 officers and 2,414 men sailed for France 
1 convey composed of the transports Antilles, Pastores, Tenadores and Lackenbach. 

Arriving at the port of St. Nazaire, Company K, 28th Infantry, landed first, thus 
gaining the honor of’ being the first American combat unit to land in France during the 
World War. Other units of the First Division landed later in the day. 

The regiment went by rail to Gondrecourt area in the Meuse Department for 
training and with the other regiments of the division, the 16th, 18th and 26th, shared 
honors for first entry into the lines, in the Anthienville subsector. Later the regiment 
went to the Siechprey sector. On March 28, 1918, an officer of the 28th Infantry and 
nine enlisted men captured the personnel of an enemy outpost, these being the first 
prisoners: takn in an American raid. On April 3, 1918, the regiment marched to Toul 
and entrained for Picardy, where at Cantigny in the Somme on May 28, 1918, the regi- 
ment fought and won the battle of Cantigny, the battle that marked the corner stone 
of the Pershing A. E. F.; the battle that marked the end of the German success; the 
battle which for the first time in the history of the United States that was America’s 
first battle and the first time this country ever won its first battle in any war; a battle 
which was the only Allied victory on a,front where the Central Powers were at their

3. Within 30 days upon the receipt of

PROCUREMENT OF AIRCRAFT. . ‘ 

Commenting upon the provisions of the Army air law regulating procurement of 
aircraft for the services, Congressman James, acting chairman of the House Military 
Committee, recited the history of the development of the legislation and added: 

“Now, this new law, instead of eliminating advertisement and publicity and come 
petition, on the contrary increases and multiplies advertisement, publicity, and competi- 
tion. But it is not merely the competition of the lowest cash doilar, but there is now 
added of the highest power of performance. There shall be no dark-room methods in 
the procurement of designs and in the purchase of aircraft under’ the new law. The 
departments are thrown open from first to last and are furthermore required to report 
to Congress every purchase of aircraft giving the name of the vendor, the price, and 
the reason for the particular purchase. Unsuccessful competitors may have arbitration. 
The originators of designs may file suit in the Court of Claims. Manufacturers must 
open their books and plants to any inspector of any department of the Government. 

“Profiteering will not be permitted, and any person that shall be guilty of fraud:or 
shall suppress free bidding or free competition, or suppress a free audit of the books, 
shall be liable to criminal punishment. This puts teeth in the law ana guarantees a 
fair and square deal to every designer and inventor and to every honest manufacturer, 


COMING NAVY OFFICER ASSIGNMENTS. 

Selection of an aide for Assistant Secretary Warner is expected to be announced 
shortly. Much consideration has been given to this appointment, as the Navy Depart- 
ment desires to have on this duty an experienced aviator and in view of the increasing 
demand for this type of officer some difficulty has been experienced in securing one 
who can be spared from his present duties.

OUR GALLANT DEAD. 

When the wreck of the U. S. submarine S-1 was penetrated the bodies of officers and 
men were found at their stations, hands ready to execute the orders they were await- 
ing when Death struck, 

When the tragedy at Lake Denmark, N. J., permitted examination, the bodies of 
Marines were found, faces turned unfalteringly in the direction of the exploding 
magazines. 

Discipline? Of course. Heroism’? Surely. 

What is there about our Navy and our Marine Corps which, whether in war or 
peace, makes men die with no thought of self, but only thought of duty? 

Is it tradition? Is it training? Is it the American stuff out of which they are made? 

It is none of these alone; it is all of these together. Each by itself, tradition, train- 
ing, character, might not cause a man to obey an order which meant death. Only a 
combination of these, that imponderable thing we term morale, that willingness to 
sacrifice self for others, can do so. 

And as we ponder over the mysterious causes that animated our beloved naval and 
marine dead, we are .conscious anew of that superb spirit which makes our Navy and 
our Marine Corps the living exponents of courage, of efficiency and of discipline.

Time will provide the true perspectives The facts will be established, and the Navy 
Department will be vindicated. In the meantime, while investigation is in progress, 
the American people will withhold judgment. They will suffer with the families of the 
killed, they will feel the pain the injured endured, and they will appreciate that the 
probe which has been anaugurated by Secretary Wilbur and Secretary Davis will be 
thorough. Conscious of this attitude on the part of the vast majority of the people, 
the Navy and Marine Corps, and the Army as well, will carry on with that determined 
courage and that fearlessness in the performance of dangerous duty which are among 
their cherished traditions, 

Because of the Lake Denmark tragedy, demands are being made for the removal 
of depots and arsenals near cities and towns. It is important to allay the sensibilities 
of the communities. This, we are assured, will be done effectively before the naval 
and military authorities have completed their task. 

GENERAL ALEXANDER AND THE R. 0. T. C. 

Our view of the value of the R. 0. T. C. is expressed more adequately than our 
ability permits in the following foreword for the Cadet Manual written by Brig.

Heretofore after every 
war in which the United States has been forced to engage, the lessons of that particular 
conflict have been soon forgotten, the peopie have turned to their normal peacetime 
life and when another emergency has arisen we have been obliged to do all over again 
and from the rudiments the work of preparation. It has been inevitable that waste of 
time, money and life should result. It is well to remember that such an emergency has 
confronted every generation of white people which has ever lived upon this continent. 

“The Reserve Officers Training Corps is a leading item in the scheme of sane prepa- 
In every relation of life leadership is called for and that demand is 


ration provided. 
To provide that leadership for the masses 


even more insistent in war than in peace. 
of patriotic American citizens upon whom the burden of national safety will rest is 
the purpose of the national defense act. 

“To those of us who have seen war; who have been called upon to lead into battle 
the untrained citizenry called to the colors: every provision of that act is of vital im- 
portance, for only through the provisions of that act can we hope to discharge what we 
conceive to be our duty to our country and its youths We therefore welcome the 
cadets of the Reserve Officers Training Corps and congratulate them upon their patriotic 
work. To the individual the result of that work will be of great benefit, but the gain to 
the country will be even greater. We trust that war may never again confront us, but 
if such an emergency should arise we feel sure that the work of the Reserve Officers 
Training Corps in these days of peace will prove its inestimable value in time of war.” 

The abeve demonstrates that General Alexander has the understanding of the job 
he is doing, and the appreciation of its importance, which are essential to the successful 
continuance of the R. O. T. C. Other officers of the Army in a like position are keenly 
aware of the value of this component of the United States Army. Under the circum- 
stances, we can assure the American people that the provision of the National Defense 
Act relating to the reserves is being loyally observed, and that beneficial results to the 
Army and reserves, and, above all for the Nation, will flow from such observance.

DEATH OF HON. JOHN W. WEERS. 
G. 0. 14, JULY 12, 1926, WAR DEPARTMENT. 

The Secretary of War announces with serrow 
the death of the Hen. John Wingate Weeks, 
which: occurred this date at Lancaster, N. H. 

Mr. Weeks was a native of Lancaster, N. 
H.. where ke was bern on the 1ttith of April, 
1860. His early years were passed-on a farm, 
but his education fer his prospective occupa- 
tion in life was obtained at the United States 
Naval Academy, where he was graduated in 
1881. He was a midshipman in the Navy from 
1881 to 1883. 

Leaving the Navy in time of peace. he en- 
gaged in civil pursuits, but did net lose imter- 
est in the service for which he had been pre- 
pared. With the rank of captain he com- 
manded a division ef the Massachusetts Naval 
Brigade from 1890 to 1898, and the 2d Divis- 
ion, Auxiliary United States Naval Force in the 
Atlantic Coast in 1698-1399, the period of the 
war with Spain. He was a member of the board 
of visitors to the Naval Academy in 1896 

From 1886 to 1888, he was Assistant Land 
Commissioner of the Florida Western Railway. 
In the latter year he became a member of the 
banking firm of Hornblower and Weeks, bank- 
ers and brokers, in Boston, and continued his 
membership until 1912. In this peried he was, 
successively, Alderman and Mayor of Newton, 
Mass.: a Representative in the United States 
Congress for four terms, and, from 1915 to 1919, 
a United States Senator. 

On the assumption of office of President Hard- 
ing, Mr. Weeks, in March, 1921, entered the 
Federal Cabimet as Secretary of War, and he 
continued to hold that position, after the death 
of President Harding, during the incumbency 
of President Coolidge, until October 13, 1925, 
when he resigned on account of i!) health. 

He came to the administration of the War 
Department when the country was in process 
ef recovery frem the results of the World War 
and much remained to be done toward the 
restoration of normalcy through the epoest 
of inordinate quantities of war materials a 
cumuteted in anticipation of prolonged con- 
flict, and the prepa ion of the national forces 
for future emergencies. For the fanctions of 
this high office he was eminently prepared 
His pursuit of the course at the Naval Academy 
and subsequent service in the Nayy had fa- 
miliarized him with a service similar to that 
of which he was to have supervision. His experi- 
ence as a land commissioner, a banker and 
broker, and as a municipal official had prepared 
him for the management and contrel of the 
large interests, supplies and funds committed 
to the War Department for disposal. His mem- 
bership in both houses of the Federal Congress 
had made him conversant with it and fitted 
to appreach it convineedly in the military in- 
terest; and his temperament and broadminded- 
ness enabled him to visualize future difficulties 
and vequirements and solve the problems daily 
presented unswayed by interest or prejudices. 

During his adminstration the disposal of the 
surplus material was accomplished; the Regular 
Army. which had been augmented after war, 
was reduced and the surplus personnel elimi- 
nated according to a mandate of Congress, and 
the three components of the Army of the 
United States—the Regular Army, the National 
Guard and the Keserves—brought into co- 
ordination and standardized se as to be avail- 
able for national defense. 

To all the activities of the War Department, 
Mr. Weeks devoted his time and attention un- 
ingly and with such sane and sympathetic 
devotion to the interests of the Army and the 
y as to call for the deep regret of all at 
the closing of his usefal and exemplary life. 

As « mark of respect to his memory it is 
ordered that the flags at all military posts be 
displayed at half staff on the day of the fun- 
eral, July 15, 1926.

G-1 Making Study. 

The Army and Navy Journal printed 
last week a general review of the promo- 
tion list study, showing that it would in 
clude, in accordance with the desire of the 
Houst® Military Committee, an examination 
of the status of retired officers also. The 
plans for the entire inquiry are in the 
hands of the officers of G-1 For sume 
months they huve been gathering intor- 
mation, but in order that every officer's 
ease shall be considered on its merits it 
is desired to ascertain from any who be- 
lieves he is incorrectly placed his own 
views of his status It will he recalled 
that the Shanks Bourd in 1921 called 112 
officers before it, bout half applying to be 





heard and the remainder being requested 
to appear Every officer was given ample 
opportunity to present his case and te 
make suggestions of remedies. In addition, 
a card catalogue was prepared containing 
complete data of every officer below the 
grade of Major. No such system wis 
udopted in the case of field cefficers The 
Air Service made an elaborate study, pre- 
pared charts and proposed legislation af- 
fecting its interests. 
To Cover Status of All. 

The study by G-1l, as indicated by the 
circular, will cover every officer and not 
merely the number summoned by the 
Shanks Bourd. It is expected that this 
study will embrace such matters as age, 
constructive service, the counting of com- 
missioned service performed between No- 
vember 11, 1918, and June 36, 1920, and 
the relative situations of officers of the 
different branches, including the Air and 
Supply Corps The Shanks Bourd, as is 
well known, urged that the original pro- 
motion list should stand unchanged, and 
expressed the opinion that the only method 
by which the original promotion list could 
be rearranged would be by the appoint- 
ment of a board to determine the methods 
of examining and reporting on each in 
dividual officer, and then with this data 
to prepare a new promotion list, based on 
the board's opinion as to the order of pre- 
cedence. This would effect promotion by 
selection for every grade in the Army. 
But the board added that such course 
would be fraught with such dang s to 
make it impracticable and inadvisable 

It is too early, of course, to say whether 
the study being made will come to the 
same conclusion as the Shanks Board 
That is to be reached only after all the 
facts and information being gathered have 
been collated and considered, not only 1 
the General Staff, but possibly by a board 
made up of high ranking officers

KADIO BEACON MODEL MADE. 


To furtber perfect the use of the radio 
beacon to guide aircraft, the Bureau of 
Standards has constructed a model which 
will be used for further research.

RADIOING WEATHER CHARTS. 

A system which may prove of in 
estimable value to the various navies and 
merchant marines of the world @ being 
tried out by the Germans. The observa 
tory at Hamburg has been working for the 
past two months to transmit a weather 
chart of the North Atlantic, using Prof 
Dieckman’s system. The photographs are 
sent by a 5 KW transmitter at Norden

NEW WAVE PROPAGATION THEORY. 

Dr. He Hoyt Taylor, of the Bellevue 
Navel Research Laboratory, has a new 
theory concerning the propagation of 
waves by radio Instead of holding the 
present belief that the waves follow the 
curvature of the earth he holds that the 
great distances covered by short waves to 
a refraction in the upper atmosphere and 
a reflection at the earth's surface The 
short wave transmission is good up to 
2.000 miles and better from 5,000 to 10,000 
miles than between 2,000 and 4,000

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RADIO TO MAKE WAR BRIEF. 

Lt. Col. David Sarnoff, S. C. Org. Res., 
vice president of the Radio Corporation of 
America and one of the outstanding radio 
experts of the world, believes that future 

yars will be shortened - considerably by 
scientific development and states that “it 
is not inconceivable that a future war may 
last five minutes rather than five years 
and yet be infinitely more destructive and 
decisive than the last World War.” 

In addressing the Army Industrial Col- 
lege, he said: 

“Consider, for example, a few of the pos- 
sibilities which exist in offensive warfare 
along scientific lines. It is now conceiva- 
ble that heavy charges of high explosives 
may be secreted under important govern- 
mental buildings, docks, factories, and 
other strategically important points, those 
charges being connected to radio receiving 
equipment capable of detonating the ex- 
plosives when a certain secret code signal 
is sent on a particular wavelength. 

“If a potential enemy were to prepare 
in this way for anticipated hostilities, on 
the outbreak of war, he could readily send 
out the signal of destruction and to a 
considerable extent paralyze his opponent. 

“We know enough today about radio 
control of remote mechanisms to expect 
that as the development proceeds un- 
manned airplanes, surface vessels, sub- 
marines, and land tanks carrying danger- 
ously destructive explosives, poisonous 
guses or disease-breeding bacilli could be 
aimed at the population ‘centers of the 
enemy and sent to their destination in 
shoals. 

“The various forms of destructive radia- 
tion have not yet been worked out thor- 
oughly, although we know that the X-rays 
and heat rays are extremely injurious in 
sufficient concentration An investigation 
of these and perhaps as yet unknown rays, 
as well as other incendiary or disintegrat- 
ing agencies, may lead to the development 
of extremely powerful methods of warfare 

“It is reasonable to assume that with

sentatives of their respective services, and 
the President shall appoint an expert who. 
in his judgment, is best equipped to deal 
with the dispute in question; and thes« 
seven men shall constitute a Board of 
which the President's appointee shall be 
chairmfn. This Board shall, after three 
months’ deliberation, report their findings« 
te the President, and his decision thereon 
shall be final. 
Feels Will End Disputes. 

Mr. James is confident that if machinery 
should be set up as he proposes, not more 
than one dispute would ever be presented 
to the President's referee for @isposition 
The Services, he insists, would prefer to 
get together on the best basis they couid 
rather than petmit an outsider to be called 
in to effect a settlement. For example, 
Mr. James pointed out that when the Lis- 
siter Board report was presente# to the 
Secretary of War he expressed the opin- 
ion that of all the moneys appropriated foi 
airphines, approximately 60 per cent should 
ge te the Army, and 40 per cent to the 
Navy. Brig. Gen. Smith reported that the 
Jvint Army and Navy Board could never 
come to an agreement, because the Nuvy 
would not accent such a proposal. Mr. 
Jumes contends that rather than have a 
referee decide, there would be concessions 
by beth services which would result in a 
compromise. In facet, Mr. James believes 
the only dispute which would come before 
the Bourd is that involved in the question 
of the coust line, and where the Army's 
mission ends and the Navy's mission be- 
gins. Once this were disposed of, he be- 
lieves there would be adjustment of all 
matters in controversy. 

Board Created In 1903. 

The Jeint Army and Navy Board was 
created in 1903 and comprised four repre- 
sentatives of the Army and four represen- 
tatives of the Nuvy, designated by name. 
This Board accomplished some progress in 
the direction of cooperation, but prior to 
our entry into the World War was al 
lowed to lapse because mo new members 
were detailed when the original members 
were relieved. During the war, the Coun- 
cil of National Defense more or less per- 
formed the functions of the Joint Board 
but there was practically no reason for it 
to act for the reason that the Services co 
operated perfectly. After the War, the 
Board was revived and made a continuing 
body through the permanent assignment 
thereto of the Chief of Staff, the Deputy 
Chief of Staff, and the Assistant Chief of 
Staff, War Plans Division, representing the 
Army, and the Chief of Naval Operations, 
the Assistant Chief of Navat Operations, 
and the Chief of the War Plans Division 
representing the Navy. 

Only One Question Unsettled. 

Since its organization, the Board has 
handled 264 cases. Of these, it séttled ali 
but one, that relating to the expenses of 
the air services. The Aeronautical Board 
comprises the Chiefs of the Army Air 
Corps and the Naval Bureau of Aeron:u- 
tics and their staffs, and it has been de- 
bating for some time the respective mis- 
sions and fields of activities of operations 
of the two air services: As Rear Adml. W. 
A. Moffett, Chief of Aeronautics Bureau, 
pointed out, he has hesitated to press some 
questions before the Aeronautical Board 
because he did not want to have any more 
friction than necessary. He instanced in 
this connection the question of the Navy 
acquiring North Island, Honolulu, as 2 
naval air base, and said it would become 
vital when the aircraft carriers shall be 
completed; for the airplanes, with which 
they will be equipped, will require a shore 
base for repair purposes.
